I. ITEMIZATION OF THE DEFICIENCY PAYMENT 

Following is a list of each particular type of fee that was erroneously paid as a 
small entity, the current fee amount for a non-small entity, the small entity fee actually paid, and 
the date of payment: 

1 . First maintenance fee was paid on 08/03/2004. Although the amount of $910.00 
was tendered based on large entity status, the USPTO issued a refund for part of the fee because 
the USPTO had not been notified of the loss of entitlement to small entity status.
